Not since the silk shirt era that came with World War 
No. 1 has there been such an exhibition of lavish gifts. Santa 
Claus is being portrayed as a bountiful giver whose bulging 
pack is a veritable horn of plenty. Out of it pour glitter and 
glamour in the form of blazing jewels, silken robes and hand- 
some furs. Regardless of the price tags—and some of them 
are staggering to the budget-minded—there is a show of extrav- 
agance. A sort of plush-horse emphasis seems to predominate 
as old Saint Nicholas discards his modest sleigh for a dec 
orated band wagon, and with a fanfare of trumpets beckons 
everyone to climb aboard. 

This framing of Christmas in a blaze of jewels and a 
jingling of bright bells would indicate that Santa is making 
a stand to bring back Queens and courtly ways for the dura- 
tion of the Yuletide season. Not only the children but the 
grown-ups as wel are to be transformed to a story-book land 
where they are dazzled by beauty and need only to express 
their heart’s desire to have it presented on a silver platter. 

While there is great variety in the collection of feminine 
gifts on display in the St. Louis stores, and practical themes 
are not overlooked, the wealth of luxury items is most im- 
pressive. Especially significant this season is the attention to 
jewels, both real and artificial. In addition to the many rich 
interpretations of costume jewelry there is a vogue for jeweled 
decorations on many items of apparel as well as accessories.

NIMALS are the favorite char-

days, and the parade of clever, 
admirable and entirely lovable ani- 
mals seems to go on endlessly.

Babar is also back this winter, 
in “Babar and Father Christmas” 
and Babar’s plump elephant figure 
in a Santa Claus suit is indeed 
something wonderful to behold. But 
Babar’s supremacy may be threat- 
ened by Horton, the new and ap- 
pealing elephant, in the book, “Hor- 
ton Hatches the Egg,” by Dr. Seuss. 
Dr. Seuss has been called, “The 
American Master of Logical Non- 
sense,” and the story of Horton is 
logical nonsense that even amuses 
adults. It tells, entirely in verse, 
how Mayzie, a lazy bird, tires of 
sitting on her egg and lures Hor- 
ton into taking her place. Horton 
props up the tree, climbs up and 
sits on the egg, and he waits and 
waits and waits. For Mayzie has 
meanwhile flown to Palm Beach 
and is lolling on the sands. But 
Horton, being an elephant, does not 
forget his promise. Through rain, 
snow, and in spite of the laughter 
of his friends, Horton sits on that 
tree and frequently announces, “I 
meant what I said and I said what 
I meant, an elephant’s faithful 100 
per cent.” Eventually hunters 
capture Horton and sell him to a 
circus, and of course when the cir- 
cus nears Palm Beach, the pleasure- 
loving Mayzie meets up with him 
and since the egg is near hatching, 
wants to reclaim it and take all the 
credit. Horton, always a gentle- 
man, backs down from the tree re- 
gretfully, but as he does, the egg 
cracks and Horton finds that 
faithfulness has been rewarded, 
for there is an elephant-bird, a 
tiny image of Horton with wings.

A book for children of nursery 
age is “Animals Everywhere,” a 
book whose pages open into a pano- 
rama of animals, colored on one 
side, black and white on the other. 
For very little children there are 
washable cloth books with big illus- 
trations like “Time for Bed,” the 
story of a 3-year-old and a typical 
day in his life, and “Pauline,” Jose- 
Phine Johnson's story of an apple 
butter pot.

HILDREN’S toys are again the 

envy of  Christmas-shopping 

grown-ups everywhere this sea- 
son. Dolls, furniture, handicraft 
sets, games, all are more beautifully 
made and more fascinating to use 
than ever, and realism is the key- 
note in all things—electric vacuum 
cleaners that really work, baby 
dolls that look, feel and act like 
real babies, toys for tiny children 
that look like objects rather than 
blocks, and child-size furniture that 
can be used as well as seen. 


“In dolis, as well as in all other 
toys, we are coming to realize more 
and more that children must have 
realism,” a young woman at one 
of the stores told us. And dolls 
certainly have changed since great- 
grandma made a corncob into a 


_doll, or in fact, since we cherished 


Raggedy Ann and that long curled, 
many-jointed bisque baby named 
Pola Negri. 


One of the realistic baby dolls on 
the market last year had short tow- 
sled hair that could be washed 
without the dire results that once 
ensued and this year’s realistic 
baby doll has ears, not just the 
carved or painted kind, but sepa- 
rate rubber ears that can be washed 
and cleaned. To prove it, there 
are tiny sticks and cotton swabs 
for cleaning both nose and ears aft- 
er the fashion of real babies. The 
doll can be fed from bottle or 
spoon and will in the course of 
events wet its diapers. Seemingly 
realism could ask no more, but 
there is also the “magic skin” baby, 
a doll made of a lastex substance 
that actually feels like skin. 


For little girls who don’t like 
to play being mothers, there are 
girl dolls made to fit certain types, 
like the Irish doll with red hair, 
blue eyes and freckles, or the so- 
phisticated looking city child doll 
with blond braids. There are 
debutante dolls with wardrobes in- 
cluding evening dresses, riding 
clothes, and fur coats, their hair 
done smartly in rolls and page boy 
bobs. One store has a little girl 
doll that blows soap _ bubbles 
through a pipe, and there are, of 
course, Charlie McCarthy dolls, 
Pinocchios of all sizes that walk, 
and a Scarlett O’Hara dressed in 
that green velvet number made 
from Ma O’Hara’s portieres. Hap- 
pily, we report, Raggedy Ann is 
still being sold. For animal toys 
there are the jungle animals de- 
signed by Osa Johnson—lifelike 
looking gorillas, giraffes, and Af- 
rican gazelles. 
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MONG things of interest to 

boys, the war has had a direct

many outlets. Fingerprinting is 
one. These sets consist of jars of 
harmless, stainless, antiseptic salve 
with which children can paint vari- 
ous effects with their fingers, the 
idea being that artistic children 
work best if they work freely. An- 
other new idea is “Snippie,” an 
electric scissors made of plastic in 
an amusing animal shape. ‘“Snip- 
pie” cuts by vibration andcuts only 
paper, not dresses or hair, or the 
living room curtains. It cannot 
be carried all over the house, so 
children can’t fall down and hurt 
themselves with it. One of its 
chief charms for children is the 
fact that it is electric. 

For smaller children who like 
to make things there is a play 
kit of sponge cut-outs in various 
colors and shapes, which can be 
pasted together to form animals 
and people, then pulled apart and 
used again.

Two cups all-purpose flour; one- 
half teaspoon salt; three eggs, beat- 
en; two cups milk. 

Sift flour, measure, and resift 
with salt, add beaten eggs, then 
milk, and beat, until smooth. (May 
be mixed ahead of time and beaten 
again just before using.) Pour into 
hot pan, either with roast which

Bake in very hot oven 20 minutes, 
then reduce to moderately hot 15 
to 25 minutes longer.

'Tobacco Road,’ on 


Screen, to Follow 
Novel, Not the Play 


HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 7 (AP). 


F you are wondering how the 
20th Century-Fox Studio is film- 
ing “Tobacco Road,” or why, its 
producer has the answer. 
Nunnally Johnson, who is from 
Georgia where this story is laid, 
says at the outset that to keep 
the record straight he wants it 
known that the picture he wrote 
and is producing is based on 
Erskine Caldwell’s book and not 
on Jack Kirkland’s play. ” 
Kirkland’s play is a huge. suc- 
cess, but whether this is due to 
the dirt in it or in spite of it, 
none is sure, It is a revolting story 
of worn out and very hungry 
sharecroppers who speak our dan- 
gauge but whose moral standards 
are incredibly different. Maybe 
New Yorkers have kept it very 
much alive for seven years because 
it gives them, looking at the peo- 
ple on the stage, such a superior 
feeling. 

“While I am not concerned with 
the play, I believe it is not just a 
dirty play,” Johnson said. “New 
York doesn’t like dirty plays. Kirk- 
land has written three such since 
this one and none of them lasted. 
This has a new set of characters, 
a new background—and dirt. 

“Caldwell’s story appealed to me 
because of these characters and 
this background and the comedy 
possibilities. In music, you can ac- 
cent either the bass er the treble 
notes—it depends on your view- 
point. You can do the same in a 
story. 

“I don’t consider ‘Tobacco Road’ 
a classic, something sacrosanct that 
can’t be altered to suit the needs 
of the screen. I regard our picture 
as an interesting and humorous 
study of a little-known group of 
Americans. There is no economic 
problem involved, as there was in 


‘The Grapes of Wrath.’ (Johnson 
also adapted that.) Circumstances 
changed the lives of those people, 
but indifference and laziness 
changed the lives of our Georgia 
friends, 


“When the ‘better class’ people 
of Steinbeck’s story got hungry, 
you were sorry for them. It was a 
tragedy. But you can’t feel sorry 
for the Georgia folks because they 
refuse to do anything to help them- 
selves.” / 


Georgia has criticised Caldwell’s 
book and Johnson is pretty sure 
there will be criticism also of the 
picture, 


“They will say that these people 
are not representative,” he  ad- 
mitted. “Well, Little Caesar wasn’t 
representative of Chicago nor were 
men in Civil War days like Clark 
Gable. But I never heard any 
criticism of ‘Gone With the Wind.’ 
And I never saw anyone there like 
Scarlett O’Hara—or I never would 
have left Georgia.” 


Mainly to avoid “premature criti- 
cism,” the studio did not send its 
company to Georgia for the film- 
ing. Instead, it is doing its flim- 
ing with great secrecy, on.
